In ledruing the backhand driver, 
the first thing to be considered is 
the grip of the hand on the rac- 
quet.

SUGGESTION FOR THE IMPROVEMENT 


OF THE POET'S LOT. 


Poets live avhard life. No, we do not 
mean that either. We mean poets do not 
have a soft life. Cruel fate—to sing of 
roses, and ever to lack the wherewithal to 
buy them; —~to rhapsodize love, and never 
to know its thrills, becayse while two can 
live as cheaply as ue Sad wants to live 
cheaply? .Te—but why €ontinue? Our 
heart is touched by the unhappy fate of 
these whose only crime is rhythmical, and 
all whose faults are meter. We would do 
something for the poets, besides buying 
anthologies of vefse. Poets use words; 
hence, any improvement in words auto- 
matically makes things easier for tre poetge. 
Take the word, “memory.” There are three 
eyllables in ‘‘memory.” You need not look 

up; we did. How many syllables do 
rou put in it? No need to blush; we call 

“mem ry.” While a poet may not have 

y personal memories, memories are part 
of his stock in trade. Poets speak so much 
pect them of keeping secret diaries. Take 
the couplet: 

“The memories of girls I wooed in vain? 
I think they'd make a rather lengthy train.” 

But do mot take it too far; it’s a weak 
couplet. What is the poet to do? He 
knows that nine out of 10 readers (as- 
suming that he has 10 readers) will slur the 
word “memorties:" will miss the fine ca- 
dences of his verse. If readers scan the 
line, it will not scan correctly. Then the 
poet gets a note: “Your alleged poem lacks 
sense, metéer.and rhythm, and the rhymes 
are punk.” When the poet has a collec- 
tion of such notes, he builds a fire. What 
shall he do? Shall he write for his readers 
or for the dictionary? This humanitarian 
department favors the reader. The couplet 
should be: 

“The memories of the girls I wooed tn vain? 


“I hope they never bother me again.” 


“Again” is another troublesome word, but 
this is mot a lecture, There are two syl- 
lables tn “flower,”’ another favorite with 
the poets. That is, the dictionary says there 
are syllables, but we know there is 
but one.

Beneath the golden sun: 
The damn word has two syllables, 
It ought to have but one.”

Orchestra Leader to Broadcast 
Opera Lecture Recital From 
KSD on Nov. 13. 


Walter Damrosch, leader of the 
New York Symphony Orchestra, 
for the second time will be heard 
in a dramatic piano lecture-recital 
of Richard Wagner's ‘““Waukuere” 
during the Balkite Hours from 
KSD Saturday evening, Nov. 18. 

Damrosch, who attained fame 
more than a decade ago by explana- 
tory lecture-recitals of Wagner's 
works, Is again delighting mem- 
bers of the radio audience witn a 
series of these. There are several 
things in connection with a lec-ure- 
recita] concerning ‘‘Walkuere” as 
given by Damrosch for the radfu 


 ntienne which make it of par 
ticular significance to him and in- 
directly to the radio audience. 


It was at the age of 23 that 
Damrosch first conducted the New 
York Symphony Orchestra, the per- 
formance being of ‘‘Walkuere.” 
This was immediately after the 
death of his father, at that time 
conductor of the New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra. Damroscn then 
assumed the position of leadershio 
in a tour of the country which had 
beeR previously arranged, and has 
been its conductor since. At the 
opening performance in Boston in 
the closing “fire scene” several 
grass mats on the etage caught fire 
and at the most dramatic moment 
of this act a Boston fireman on duty 
in the building rushed forward with 
a fire extinguisher which suuffed 
out the blaze. At the conclusion of 
the performance Damrosch, arm in 
arm with the fireman, appeared 
before the curtain to receive the 
plaudits of the crowd.

Joint Resolution of Congress, Even if Signed 
By Him, Would Have Little Effect 
On Broadcasting Situation.

_ An optimistic report concerning 
the broadcasting problems that 
have arisen since the courts found 
the Secretary of Commerce without 
legal power over radio stations has 
it that when Congress reconvenes 
in December, Vice President Dawes 
will sign a joint resolution that will 
restore to Secretary Hoover all his 
former powers until Congress can 
enact the necessary laws governing 
radio. However, whether Dawes 
signs or does not sign that resolus 


tions. But it may be assumed as a 
matter of course that in such cases 
the aggrieved stations would gv to 
court and seek by injunctions to 
thwart the licensing officials. Also 
Department of Commerce officials 
are not ready to attempt such a 
plea. 


If the late comers are allowed 
to stay on the air, there will be 
interference.

licensed are given wave lengths 
there will be overcrowding, simply 
because there are too many sta- 
tions. 

The Commerce Department does 
not know what it will do because. 
since the Attorney-General’s ruling. 
it does not know what it can do. 
The department, of course, insists 
that permanent legislation should 
be enacted that will give someone 
definite authority over the air. At 
present no one has it. 

Here is the text of the joint res- 
olution: “That until otherwise pro- 
vided by law, no ‘original license 
for the operation of any radio 
broadcasting station and no re- 
newal of a license of an existing 
broadcasting station shall be grant- 
ed for longer periods than 90 days, 
and no original license for the op- 
eration of any other class of radio 
station and no renewal of the li- 
cense for an existing station of 
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any other class than a broadcast- 
ng station, shall be granted for 
onger periods than two years, 
ind that no original radio license 
or the renewal of an existing li- 
eense shall be grantéd after the 
date of the passage of this resolu- 
tion unless the applicant, therefor 
shall execute in writing waiver 
of any right or of any claim to any 
right, as against the United States, 
to any wave length or to the use 
of the ether in radio transmission 
because of previous license to use 
the same or because of the use 
thereof.”’ 


Location of Aerials. 


Nearby aerials, buildings, trees, 
metal roofs, rain spouts, etc., are 
among the objects which absorb 
energy from a receiving set. Aerials 
that are too close absorb energy 
from each other, and sometimes 
affect the tuning of the sects. The 
aerial should be kept at least 15 


\feet away from these obstructions 


WEAKER BATTERY IN SERIES 
CAN'T PULL DOWN NEW ONE 


Many radio e¢'tors and techni- 
clans have propounded the theory 
that the addition of a new ttery 
wired in series with an older or 
weaker battery will bring the new 
battery down to the voltage level 


Of tie weaker one. 


Applying this to a specific case 
in connection with radio, when 
two batteries—for example, two 45 
volt units as used in the tube plate 
circult—-have dropped to 40 volts 
each, the addition of one new 45 
volt unit, in place of one of the 
40 volt batteries, it is contended, 
will result in bringing the new 
battery down to the level of the 
weaker one shortly after being 
connected into the circuit. 

In parallel connection, this the- 
ory holds true, for the weaker bat- 
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nection this cannot occur, 
the Fada-Sale Magazine. 

The only reason, in radio, for 
discarding a weak battery in the 
“B” or “C” battery circuit, ls that 
when such a battery drops to a 
certain point, deterioration takes 
place and produces noise in the 
radio receiver, the magazine con-

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tion, the situation is not likely to 
be affected. 

Joint resolutions expire only with 
a Congress, not with a session, and 
Dawes undoubtedly will sign this 
one. “But the joint resolution 
merely gives Hoover the right to 
issue 90-day broadcasting licenses 
and says nothing about wave 
lengths, time, size of stations or 
other important matters. 

The Commerce Department real- 
izes that the resolution, even after 
signing by Dawes, will be inade- 
quate. & little is expected from it. 

The big poigt is that Hoover 
never did have any legal power over 
broadcasting, so a return to that 
condition would not mean anything 
or settle anything. The Chicago 
court decision, and the ruling of 
the Attorney-General virtually 
made Hoover out a usurper, though 
the larger stations generally have 
agreed to abide by his rulings. 

When the resolution is put into 
effect, the broadcasting situation 
will continue without material 
change because, unless Congress 
delays enacting radio legislation 
and all licenses are cancelled after 
90 days or whenever they expire, a 
whole new series of wave lengths 
would have to be assigned. The

One Flaw Marred the Carefully Executed Plan Which Lindsay Mar- 
shall Devised to Carry Out the Murder of His Wife, End His Own 
Life, and Destroy All Evidence by Fire. 


LONDON, England. 
FLAW has been dis- 
covered in yet an- 
| other perfect crime 
/—the ambitton of 
innumerable = crimi- 
nals. 
Along a deserted, 
willow - hung road 
near the quiet, little 
town of Blunham, 
England, Private 
ad b Frank Goodwin, on 
leave from the Grenadier Guards, was bi- 
cycling homeward at about 11 o’clock on 
the night of September 9. Rounding a curve 
ir. the road he saw before him a blaze. 

Spurting swiftly ahead, he soon made out 
a closed motor car enyeloped in flames. He 
Shouted for aid, fearing that several lives 
might be in danger. And even as he called 
put he saw several nearby householders 
rushing toward the scene. 

When Private Govdwin reached the burn- 
ing car two or three others already stood 
there, terrified and silent. The flames leaped 
up so lrigh that they licked at the telegraph 
wires above. 

Private Goodwin made out axgalinst the 
xklow of the blaze two figures on the fron! 
seat. One in the driver's seat sat erect, the 
other wus slumped down wearily against its 
erect companion. 

The flames were so fierce that. Private 
Goodwin and the others could only stand 
there gaping. One of the onlookers held in 
his hand the handie from one of the doors 
The first to reach the scene, at the risk of 
his life he had tried to open the door of the 
car. But apparently wedged fast, it would 
not yield, and at Jast he succeeded only in 
wrenching away the handle The flames 
then had forced him to step back, 

Ernest King, one of those who had been 
attracted by the blaze; identified the erect 
figure as Lindsay Marshall. a_ weli-to-do 
County Councilor, who farmed some 60" 
acres of land near Blunham. The other oc- 
cupant of the cdr King was able to make out 
as Mrs. Marshall. 

As the flames continued to rage, a little 
knot of country folk gathered about the 
blazing car. They all Knew the Marshalls; 
they were shocked to learn that their re- 
«pected and wealthy townsman and his wife 
nad met their deaths so tragically. 

It was after midnizht before the debris had 
cooled sufficiently to perinit officers of thr 
law, Private Goodwin and a few others who 
renmiained to approach They found diffi- 
culty in prying open the doors of the sedan 
to remove the two bodies, charred beyond 
11] human semblance. The machine rocked 
perilously on the edge of a ditch, supported 
only by a telegraph pole 

It was a grewsome task, and Privat: 
Goodwin's thoughts were somber as he con 
tinued on his way again, shortly after 3 
a. m., shaking his head dismaily over this 
misfortune which had come to the Marshalls 


HE Lindsay Howitt Marshaiis had al 

waves led the happiest, mort unevent- 

ful lives. They had been married Zt 
vears and they had a fine son of 16 years, 
attending the fashionable and expensive Bed 
ford School, and a daughter, 11. 

So far as was known there had neve! 
been a break in the even drift of their lives 
Their home was attractive, and both were 
younk enough to retain no littie physical 
eharm 

Naturally, in the course of his farming 
operations, Marshal! borrowed money At 
the time of his death, in fact, he had out- 

standing loans of 
about $70,000 af! 
the bank at which 
he transacted ali his 
business. But this 
was not an urgelit 
loan, and the bank 
would have gegladls 
extended Marshall 
additional! credit 


Moreover, this loan was secured by his 
share in his father’s estate, which would 
eventually have brought him almost §100, 
000. Another portion of the loan was se- 
cured by a friend who was satisfied with 
the financial arrangement. 

The Marshalls’ pleasures were simple. 
They lived the lives of a hundred thousand 
other normal, sane-living English people of 
their class and wealth. 

Their motor car was of American make, 
and Marshall was justly proud of it, was 
fond of going on long, night drives through 
the fair English countryside, with only his 
wife at his side. They had numerous 
friends on neighboring farms and estates 
aud enjoyed going calling of an evening, 
often dropping in at nearby houses at most 
unexpected hours. 

Friends of the Marshalls often remarked 
on their comradeship, thelr gay intimacy 
They were known as the very best of pals. 

On the night that terminated so tragically 
for the Marshalls they decided, as thev had 
done so often in the past, to go calling on 
friends. 

Mrs. Marshall went to the nursery to kiss 
her little daughter, Jean, good-bye. 

“We're just going for a run in the car.’ 
she called back to the maid, who was to 
stav with Jean. ‘‘We may see some friends, 
she added. 

And, looking around the lower rooms te 
see that the lights were properly dimmed, 
Mrs. Marshal! joined her husband, who 
waited beside the car. If was a lovels 
clear wight, and thev 
sped swiftiv over roll- 
ing hill and dale. 

The two called first 
at the home of the 
Johu McEivies, tn Bed- 
ford, with whom thes 
were. on intimate 
terms The McElvies 
were alwaya giad to 
see the Marshalls. 

Here they drank a giass or two of cide) 
vossiped and laughed for perhaps an hour 
On leaving, about 9 o'clock, Mrs. Marehal! 
made arrangements for the MceElvies'’ young: 
sters to visit her Jean on the following day 
They waved gayly to their friends, who stood 
in the doorway to watch them off, for, as 
they supposed, their own home. 

Less than two hours later their car was 
found in flames on a little-used road, not 
directly leading to the Marshall farm. Ap- 
parently it was a traxic aceident 


CORONER'S jury, country folk who 
A known the Marshalle very well, 

was called. They would meet, it seemed 
certain, and pronounce solemnly and off}- 
cially what was already obvious to everyone 
that the Lindsay Howitt Marshalls met their 
deaths by tragic accident while motoring 
or the night of September % 

And so- at first, at leaat the Coroner »s 
hearing went. 

Jobn McEivie testified concerning the cir- 
cumstances of that last. visit The Mar- 
shalls, he said, seemed very happy, never 
more like the “particular pals’ they were. 

Marsehali’s brother, Harry. sole executo! 
of the Marshall estate, testified that his 
brother had been financially solvent at the 
time he met death. Marshall's banker gave 
similar testimony. The maid told of that 
last, happy farewel! in the nurser3 

The jurymen were even wiiling to over- 
look certain inexplicable elements in the in- 
vestigation. Ernest Kink, whose home Is 
near the seene of the accident, testified that! 
he had glanced from his window to see Mar- 
xhall’s car come toa stop. A minute or two 
later it had burst Into flames for no appa 
rent reuson 

Another witness testified, too, that as far 
as could be discerned when he reached the 
scene. peither of the Marshalis had apparent- 
ly made any effort to save themselves. There 
was the question, too, of the gasoline can 
which was found in the rear of the car 
This aroused the suepicions of insurance ad 
justers, but it did not alter the view of the 
kindly people who made up the Coroners 
jury. 

As the Saturday on which the inquest was 


‘held came to a close, the jurymen grew im- 


patient. .They wanted to get the melan- 
chely business over and go about their own 
affairs 

But the evidence of the gasoline can. and 
certain other facta which had come to light, 
had aroused the suspicions of Gregory Why- 
lev, the Coroner, and he pnnounced to his 
jurvmen at the close of the day that th: 
hearing would be resumed on Monday 


HEY had scarcely met together on 

Monday when Coroner Whyley called 

& witness whose testimony startled the 
jurymen. opening up a shocking and hor- 
rible perspective that they had not before 
contemplated. 

A Bedford druggist, James H. Lloyd, tes- 
tifled that on the morning of September 9 
Marshall had purchased one ounce of prus- 
sic acid, which the druggist had given to 
him in the brown, glass bottle in which it is 
customary to put poison. Marshall had told 
the druggist that he wanted the poison to 
kill a dog. 

When the druggist had finished his teati- 
mon) a police inspector next took the etand 
and placed on the witness table a few par- 
ticles of partly-melted, brown glass, found in 
the charred wreckage of the car where the 
driver had been sitting. The druggist, when 
questioned, stated that those fragments 
might have been a part of the poison bottle, 
fused and lightened in color by the heat of 
the fiames. 

The Coroner next produced a gun which 
Lindsay Marshall had acquired three days 
before the tragedy It had been found by 
«mall boys playing along the shallows of the 
River Ouse. 

There followed on the witness stand two 
women who testified that on the night of 
September 9 they had heard two shots aa a 
motor car had rumbled over the River Ouse 
bridge near their home. This wake close to 
the spot where the gun had been found. 

Before their eves, as witness followed wit- 


ness, the startled Jurymen saw bullt up the 
outiines of an amazing crime plot. As the 
intricate ehain of evidence was pieced to- 
gether they were forced to the reluctant con- 
‘lusion that the two shots that had runs 
out on the night of September 9 had sent 
Mre. Lindsay Marshall to her death. 

After 20 minutes’ deliberation they re- 
turned, as Coroner Whyley had said it was 
almost inevitable they should return, a ver 
dict of murder and suicide. Lindsay Mar- 
shali had shot his wife to death as she rode 
beside him, had driven to a spot where he 
had hoped the car would overturn, had 
soaked the interior with gasoline, swallowed 
the prussic acid and lastly had set fire to 
the uphoistery of the car. 


ND onee more, in the annals of crime, 
Aw flaw. one careless step, has robbed 

a carefully executed pilot of what 
might otherwise have been perfection. 

There is a huee and inevitable “if which 
perhaps confronts Lindsay Marshall across 
an eternity. 

If Marshall had thrown the gun into deep 
water, instead of shallow: if only the cal 
had overturned as it blazed, obliterating al) 
evidence; if the telegraph pole had not been 
there to check it; if the fragmenta of the 
brown bottle had not been found; if events 
had not shaped themselves as they inevita- 
bly do, there might have been the perfect 
crime. 

Some such chance circumstances as then: 
invariably thwart the most minutely, skill- 
fully laid plans of even master criminals 
sOIne curious, human blunder bringe to lig't 
the first hint of the long, devious tralfl, built 
up with so much patience and care 

There are. of course, certain things about 
the Marshall murder which seem destined 
never to be known, certain things which only 
those two, perhaps only Lindsay Marshall 
himself, knew 

Why did Marshal! murder his wife and 
then end his own life? Did he fear a finen 
cia] crash? Did he want to place at the 
disposal of his two children the $75,000 life 
insurance which he carried BO that they 
might always be assuréd of the position tn 
life which they oecupied at the time of his 
death? 

Was Mrs. Marshall murdered = without 
warping as she rode along through the mist) 
Englisii countryside? Or did some deeply 
concealed hatred exist between them? 

These are only a few of the many. man) 
questions which rais themselves like ser- 
pents’ heads, never to be put down. But the
